United Effort a Necessity to 
Gain Victory, Says Dr. A. 
W. Thornton.

A practical talk In connection with 
the war bused oa a iiassage of Scrip- 
ture was delivered in the American 
Presbyterian Cliureli yesterday nioni- 
ing l)y Dr. A. W. Thornton, of the de- 
parUiieni o£ dentistry. Dr. Thornton, 
who has recently returned from Eng- 
land and France, has bad considerable 
opportunity of viewing conditions in 
both countries, and has been wonder- 
fully impressed with the appearance 
and condition of those men who have 
l)cen sacrificing everything in the ser- 
vice ot their country. Especlaiiy did 
he speak highly of tlie Canadian troops 
now in l':nKlund. Dr. Thornton was 
lUTscnt at tlic ri'View of tlie Canadian 
soldiers now In England by tlio King, 
and visited several hospital, and ean 
speak authoritatively ot the spirit and 
satisfuuliou of the men. 

Dr. Thornton's first reference was to 
Honians, 12, 18: "If it be possible, as 
much as iieth in you, live peacefully 
with all men." The speaker impressed 
on (ho congregation the phrase, "If it 
be po.ssiblc." Germany a little over a 
year ago refused to settle the contro- 
veisy peacefully and resorted to arms. 
The other nations concerned wcro lcf( 
to decide in what position they stood, 
and how they would be affected in the 
liual outcome. Those who foresaw 
liow vital an outcome contrary to their 
national principles would be were thus 
forced to lake part in llio struggle, 
.lesus Christ when ho ;'anie on earth 
knew that tiiere wa.s to be a ccntinniil 
strife between right and wrong. He 
knew that this contioversy cduld not 
bo always .settled by peaceful nioan.'!, 
and in .Matthew 10, n4. Ho expresses 
this view: "Think not that I am come 
to send peace ou eai th. 1 came not to 
send peace, but a sword." There arc 
times when men should go on their 
knees before God, but there are also 
times when every man should stand up 
on his feet and be a man. When one 
is attacked by another without appar- 
ent cause, he should acquit himself as 
befits a man and defend himself. 

Dr. Thornton referred to the passage 
in 2 Kings 6, 26: "Is It a time to re- 
ceive money and to receive garments, 
and olive yards and vineyards and 
sheep and oxen and men-servants and 
maid-scrvanis?" In connection with 
i this passage he spoke of some of the 
thing.s In Canada which were uol cred- 
itable to the country at the present 
time. Some are piivileged to serve 
their country at the front, but those 
who arc unable to go have also their 
duly to perform at. home. He men- 
tioned especially the fact that there 
were several In their dealings with the 
Qovcrnment at the present time who 
wcro doing all within their power to 
benefit and enrich themselves at the 
expense of their country when all re- 
sources arc needed as defence against 
a powerful enemy. Are these men do- 
ing their duty, and are they living up 
to this passage ot Scripture? 

The lust reference was to Hebrews 
11, 17: "By faith. Abraham,» when 
he was tried, offered up Isaac." Peo- 
ple up to the present time had only 
slightly understood this passage, but 
in this time of .strife and trial they ean 
understand what a multitude of sacri- 
fices this one word " Isaac" means. 
W'iivn war broke out ihere were many 
people who thought that evangelical 
churches would receive ilicir death 
blow because war seemed such a con- 
tradiction of the teachings ot the New 
Testament It faith In Qod and in the 
principles of the New Testament failed 
the failure would not be on the part of 
those who were found In the trenches, 
but failure would be on the part ot 
those at homo leading the ordinary 
selfish lives that have characterized 
the nations of the world during recent 
years. 

Dr. Thornton had an opportunity of 
coming In <-ontact with many officers, 
both Uritish and Canadian, and the 
testimony of all these men was tliat 
service at the front and on the firing 
line developed the l)est that, was in a 
man. .Men who have been to the fionl 
and have done their liil arc men who 
are thoughtful and who are not loud- 
mouthed or blasphemous. Officers who 
have watched these men and lived with 
Uicm arc all tree to state that there Is 
no infldellty in the trenches, and that 
the very highest type of Christianity Is 
manifested. He had visited more than 
a dozen hospitals in France and in 
Ilngland, and the one thing that stood 
out prominently was the imfailing 
courtesy of the men to each other and 
the effort f)f every man to be of ser- 
vice In his wounded comrade who 
could not wait on himself. 

The one feature that stood out prom- 
inently and alKiut which there could 
be no controversy is the fact that one 
party to the struggle must be victor- 
ious, and the principles of the victori- 
ous party will dominate the world for 
generations to come. The principles 
manifested by Oennany are those 
shown in her dealings with Belgium 
since the day war was declared, and

On Saturday afternoon the Hallway 
Club held its first excursion of the 
year, the visit being made to the Fron- 
tenac Breweries. The plant Is mod- 
elled from one of the largo breweries 
in the States, and is said to be the last 
word in design and const ruction. 

The raenihers were first led into the 
manager's office, wlicre they were met 
by Mr. Wilkinson, the treasurer, and 
y\v. Clements, the cluef salesniaii. who 
extended every pos.^iblc rourlcsy to 
them. I'roceediiig tirsl into ibe bot- 
lling idoiii, the cliil) .iiiw how llic bottle 
inogrcssed from tlie washing niaebine, 
llirougli the various sia,i:cs until tlicy 
aptieaieil filled, caiir' ii, labelled ami 
pasteiii'l/ci). TIk were :ic\!. in- 

spected and found to be of steel' con- 
strnctioa lined with a tliickness of 
cork, one of porcelain and finally one 
of glass, so thai at no time is the beer 
exposed to any but a glass surface, 

The filtration plants, refrigeration 
plant and storage tanks were then vis- 
ited. Taking an elevator to the (oji 
floor, the malt rooms and hop rooms 
were evauiined. It was seen how the 
mall and water wore 'inLxed in huge 
tanks, whence tliey passed Into the big 
copper brew kettle. Tiiis kettle alone 
cost $;5.0(io. The process was followed 
from tank to iaiil> imiil the enormous 
storage tniiKs wvvr icaclicd, holding 
5.StMi galkins each, 'riiejc were 2il of 
these tanks, all lined with glass. Tlie 
party was then ltd to llie modern, 
spotlessly clean power house. This in 
Itself was a point of great interest. A 
little informal meeting was now held 
in a picturesque Swiss chalet con- 
tained within the shipping room. Here 
fhc various grades of the product were 
sampled by iho.se of the mcmbcis who 
considered themselves particniarly 
qualified to pass judgment on the final- 
ity of tlie goods. Some very excellent 
stories wore lolil, followed by a few 
rousing songs, after wliich file meet- 
ing gave iliree cheers to the manage- 
ment, and adjourned.

submarine warfare, lier Zeppelin raids, 
her murder of the Innocents women, 
children and nurses, in short. C.ei- 
many slands for disregard of the vir- 
tues which the Anglo-Saxons have ex- 
alted for centuries— humility, care for 
the weak and feeble, service and self- 
sacrifice, which Is the nearest ap- 
proach to the Divine of which man is 
capable. Britain has stood for the 
very opposite. Protection of women 
and elilldren first has ever hern the 
cry when danger tlireatened cither on 
land or sea. Service lias been thn key- 
note of the live;; of tbose men who 
have stoofi liigtiest in the estimation of 
llir Hrltisb people. Tlie iinlird service 
of all soldlf^rs and civilians, young and 
old, is absolutely essential for the 
preservation of the civilization, the 
highest that the world has knov. n, nad 
for which Britain haa stood tor the 
past cegtuxieB, 



"Now what I am asking for is not a 
blatant profession, not that, you shall 
sound a trumpet advertising your re- 
ligion to the crowd, but simply that 
you will not hide it, that you will not 
be sliaiiic-faced over it. If it is lime 
to go to cliiircli, go even if others con- 
sider tliemselves loo superior for such 
a eusioni. If tlieic is a llilile in your 
room do not hide it under a newspaii- 
er. If conversation U turning down a 
by-wuy to the gutter and the sower, 
do not be ashamed to keep on the 
clean high-road. It invited to share in 
some course of conduct which you feel 
to lie u violation of the law and' spirit 
of Chri,st, let there be no doubt as to 
where yon stand," were a few striking 
sentences from the s(>rmaii preached 
by the Uev. Dr. liiiyli I'edUy. 'in i;iii- 
manuel Chiirch last iii;;lil. II was a 
Stirring appeal to siiideius not to 
throw over the home faith which they 
bring to college, but lo enrich it by 
the broader ideas that will be gained 
in intellectual activities. 

Though the Bible is a book whose 
chief note is religious and moral, it 
is not oblivious of the inleilectual side 
of life, staled Dr. I'edley. This comes 
In no various way, but very especially 
in certain iiersonalilii s. In both Olil 
and .New Te.-^tamenl we find men who 
showed a woiulei fiil i iiiiibination of re- 
ligious failli Willi a wide range of 
knowlcd.ne and j-'icu iiiKilpcliial 
vigor. .Moses was a nuiii w-lio had two 
Alma Maters. Kolljowing his romantic 
childhood, the child Mosch under tho 
protecting hand of Pharoah's daugh- 
ter rctumed to the care of îiis moth- 
er. This was liis first Alma Mater, his 
own mother Ineathlng Into liim her 
own ancestral loyalty and her own 
deep failli in .leliovali. The second 
Alma .Mater is unbodied in i'liaioali s 
ilaugliter. She repre.'-eiiled llie wisdom, 
culture, Mcieiue, iinil iiiiiver.-^ily train- 
ing of a naiion whose treasures of Ait 
and i..iler;itiire are still the Wdiuier of 
the eivilized world. This was tiio 
transition from home and aneeslial 
religion to tho great new world of 
ideas, customs, companionships. Tills 
is the transition that lakes place in 
our young men and women; the step 
from the home life to tho wider and 
iiinie eomplv-v life of the universily 
and tlie city. 

"Kvcry Man Is Rcltslous." 

He emphasized tho fact that reli- 
gion is fundamental to human nature. 
There are some who look upon re- 
ligion a.s the lio.s.sc .';.sion of tliose peo- 
ple who are eluiri ii iiiembei s and show 
an iiileiesi ill iliint;.-; that are labelled 
with ilip name of leligion. This is a 
great iiiislaKe. IteliRion Is n universal 
liumau iiilcre:-t. Hul with many ilierc 
is soinetliing iiiori' Ibaii this fiiiida- 
niental religious instinct. There has 
been Christian training and not a few- 
have gone further and made profes- 
sion of your personal faith in Christ. 
But, whether It be in the more poten- 
tial or the more positive form religion 
is fn you the thing you feel to he the 
highest of all things. There are two 
possible fffeels upon this religion by 
your entrance into the life of the uni- 
versity. 

Dctcriornllon and neslnietion. 

There can be no doubt that there 
are men and women whose failli be- 
comes dimmi'r. their sense of reli- 
gions values becomes deadened. 'I'lie.V 
have lo confess that at tlie end of five 
years or even al end of a single year 
that f!o(l is more i emote. They grow 
indifferent to the « liurch, Ihey give up 
the custom oi wot ship, they even make 
a practice of holding up religious peo- 
ple to derision. This falling away is 
due to various causes. 

Tho causes may be false shame. A 
student may be thrown into a circle of 
companions where it is the fashion to 
spcaU liglilly of sacred things, where 
Christian men and women are ridi- 
culed as weaklings and yielding to this 
Influence, cloaking and tlureby smoth- 
ering his convictions, be falls away 
from things high and holy. 

The cause may be founded on scep- 
ticism. There can be no doubt that in 
college there must needs be a certain 
Shaking up of a man's traditional faith. 
How many young men there are who 
come to college with the idea that re- 
ligion is identical with certain doc- 
trines and perhaps especially the doc- 
irlne, accuracy, and tlic authority of 
the llible. 

Taught lo believe thai Ibe world was 
created In six days, he learns in bis 
geology class that it is the result of 
unfolding thai tooK many ages. Taiiglit 
to believe that man was created per- 
fect by an iiistantuucuus feat of the 
Almighty about six thousand years 
ago, he finds that man has come up 
from savagery along a path of almost 
immeasurable length; so his old faith 
is shaken. 

The can.se may be a moral break- 
down. All universities have their 
trniptnllon. there Is visibly present 
that leiirous irinily, lirjMor, licentious- 
ness, or gambling. lu failing to these

guests. Too strong emphasis cannot be laid upon the fact that 
this idea is entirely and completely erroneous; the resolution 
adopted al the informal meeting of Union members held late last 
week should do much to con-ect this impression, which, if allowed 
to gain credence, would show McGill students at the present time 
in a most unpleasant and highly undesirable light. The meeting 
expressed itself as being in complete sympathy with the men going 
overseas and as being desirous of offering the privileges of the 
Union and their "wai-rh-hearted friendship and support" to the 
Universities Company. The only objection raised during the meet- 
ing was one of principle, care being taken to explain that the ob- 
jection was not in the nature of a "kick" and that it was not 
brought about by any ill-feeling towards the soldiers or by be- 
grudging any of the privileges which they enjoy. Several present 
expressed the opinion that the students as a body should have 
oeen consulted before the privileges of their club, the Union, were 
handed ovm' to the Universities Company. It will be interesting 
to see what will be done in this regard when the time comes for 
the formation of a Fifth Univcvsities Company. 

With the matter of tiie occupation of the Union by the soldiers 
now disposed of to the satisfaction of everyone concerned, there 
now arises the question of what is to be done with regard to the 
University men who are serving in other units in training in the 
city. Should not the same privileges granted to the Universities 
Company be granted also to students serving in the ranks of oth- 
er regiments? There must lie college men, and many of them, 
in these units who are without such privileges as these and who 
would welcome the opportunity of being allowed to make the Union 
their hendquarters off duty. There they might mix with men of 
kindred interests and be able to enjoy a quiet read or "shoot" a 
game of pool or billiards with students from McGill or other Uni- 
iversities. It would be but courtesy, and a gracious act on the 
part of the Union governing body, were an invitation to be ex- 
tended to all University men serving in the city in overseas units 
to avail themselves of the privileges of the students' social centre. 
Such action would be only in line with the counse already pursued 
and would meet with the approval of all those who have devoted 
any attention to the matter.

An Ithaca despatch says that Mostj-n 
Lewis, of .Montreal, one of the students 
in tho Thomas School of Aviation, was 
thrown thirty feet into Cayuga Lake 
from the seat of a machine which he 

I was guiding at 9 o'clock the other 

i morning, and escaped practically un- 
injured. 

Lewis, who belonged to class of Sci- 
ence '11 at McGill, has been In Ithaca 
for several jnonths as a student in the 
aviation course at the Thomas School 
and is considered an unusually adept 
pupil. jUtcr several trial flighU with- 
in the past two weeks, during which 
ho was declared ready for his test for 
a pilot's certificate, a time was fixed 
for the official record test under the 
rules provided by the Aero Club of 
America, 

The morning was considered almost 
deal for flying, there being practical- 
ly no wind. Thirty pupils, instructors 
and olflclal observers watched Lewis 
make two distance flights of over 16- 

?,./^^'' ^'^^ started on an 

altitude record trial. Colonel C A 
bimmons secretary of the Industiial 
Commission, who was present as rL-»- 

[nn'S"!?"^^? °' Club, exatii- 

Ined the barograph, and Instructor 
Brock gave the word to Lewis to start 
In view of his splendid landings in the 
two previous record tests. It seemed 
merely a formality for him to fly 
again. ' 

After flying down the lake for two 
miles, Lewis turned, ascended to a 
height of about 600 feet, shut tho mo- 
tor off in accordance with require- 
ments and started down. lie miscal- 
culated the diiitauce, and the. watchers 
suddenly .<;aw the machine ncne 
straight into the water. Lewis was 
hurled at least thirty feet, whirling 
over and over. Ho was seen to rise to 
the surface, pause, and finally swim 
back to the machine, which bad turned 
completely over. 

Boats put out from the shore, Lewis' 
friends rowing frantically to his res- 
cue. For a time it seemed to the ob- 
servers on shore, who were watching 
anxiously Ihrougli glassos, that Lewis 
had sunlt, as he had clambered into 
the machine and for some minutes was 
hidden from view, 

ChiirlcH H. King, of Ithaca; James 
S. .Maitland. \V. B. Derby and olhcri in 
boats reached Lewis in a little over 
five minutes. 

"Sorry I smashed the machine tor 
you, boys," was Lewis' greeting to 
them. / 

Asked how the accident happened,

when the crash came. 

Lewis said that he had no iU?a what 
happened after that. AValdi^rs who 
had glasses trained on him ,n the time 
said he was rolled up lil<e a liali dui • 
Ing tho time he was being thrown clear 
of the wreckage. He was datsed upo;i 
coming to the surface, but made the 
swim back to the machine, which was 
being held afloat by the wings, with- 
out much dllDcully. 

Without waiting to see how much 
the machine was damaged, Lewis was 
immediately rowed to shore and hur- 
ried uptown for a change of clothing. 
Later boats hitched lines to the hydro- 
aeroplane and towed it to shore. It Is 
almost a complete wreck. Wings. con- 
trol, pontoon and tall are badly dam- 
aged. The engine was rescued and 
will be used in a new machine, which 
is being constructed at the factory.

October 13. 1915. 

Dear , 

Received your letter of September 
14 a doy or two ago. We were then In 
a trench about thirty yards away from 
the Huns. We were having a fairly 
quiet time there, except that once in a 
while we got a high explosive close 
by. Kllgour had the most quaint ex- 
perience of us all. He says that he 
was Bitting with two lighted candles 
on a board.

The University regulations regard- 
ing compulsory physical education for 
all first-year students are to be en- 
forced from Tuesday, November 2nd. 
All flrat-year students are asked to put 
in at least two hours a week in some 
form of physical exercise. Those men 
who are drilling with the C.O.T.C. are 
exempt from any further requirements 
in the gymnasium or in athletics of 
any kind. Students who bave not 
joined the C. 0. T. C, taut who have 
elected to take any other form of ac- 
tivity, are responsible for two hours 
per week, commencing next Tuesday. 
Those wlio have chosen basketball, 
boxing, wrestling or fencing arc to re- 
port at the regular gymnasium class 
periods for attendance, where their 
special activities will be allotted. Stu- 
dents choosing swimming may report 
at any of the gymnasium class hours 
or on Mondays and Wednesdays at 5.30 
at the Y.M.C.A. tank, on Drummond 
street. Swimmers reporting on Mon- 
days or Wednesdays must see that 
their attendance is recorded by the 
locker room clerk at the Y. M. C. a. 
Those choosing boxing, wrestling or 
fencing must report at the gymnasium 
classes until their activities com- 
mence, when special arrangements 
will be made for their accojnmodation. 

Freshmen must familiarize them- 
selves with their numbers, as it is bv 
the numbers that the attendance is to 
bo registered. Any corrections in the 
accompanying lists must be made by 
to-morrow. The hours, for classes are 
Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays, 
at r..lo. Leave corrections on letter 
board at Union addressed to A. S. 
Lamb.

The Hainillon Tigers practically 
won the Big Four Rugby champion- 
ship on SaiuiUay afternoon when they 
defeated Ottawa in the Capital City by 
a score of 18 to .^. 

In the local game between .Montreal 
and Argonauts. Ihc latter were re- 
turned winners by a 12 to 0 score. In 
thla contest McGill students figured 
prominently, these being Phil Abino- 
vitch, Bill Hughes and "Pep " Paisley. 
Bill Hughes showed stellar form dur- 
ing the contest, while Abinovitch gave 
an excellent account of himself while 
he played. 

When Paisley got into the game In 
the second half he put new life into 
the team, and as a result only two 
points were scored against the Winged 
Wheelers. Then were tallied in the 
flrst period, these being garnered by 
means of a rouge, drop kick, touch and 
convert. Although defeated, the locals 
showed good form throughout, and put 
up a far better brand of football than 
in any other game this season. "Pep s" 
work was a revelation to the crowd 
who never thought that bo could get 
into the game at a moment's notice 
and show up In such brilliant fashion. 
He kicked, ran and caught with the 
best of the Argos' back field, and 
showed that he was still as good as 
ever.

It will be remembered that 
Donnelly was one of McGill's best 
piaycrs In 1913, and it was through his 
work, along with that of Lemay and 
Laing, that McGill won the elianipion- 
ship. Had Joe played for the Winged 
Wheelers on Saturday, they would un- 
doubtedly have done much better. He 
is a wonderful man for work, and Is 
always on the go. He will probably 
play for M.A.A.A. next week.
